“Typical Worker ’ 9 Describes 

Experiences At Soviet Fair

At an assembly on Wednesday, Sep¬ 
tember 28, Mr. Wallen introduced to 
the audience a man by the name of 
Mr. Jack Hochman. Mr. Hochman who 
is an official of the Ladies Garment 
Union, was one of the few fortunate 
Americans to participate in the Amer¬ 
ican exhibition held in Moscow. He 
vividly described to the audience what 
he and his family had experienced in 
Russia within a seven week period. 

He told of the unfriendliness that 
surrounded him and his family upon 
arrival in Moscow. But this cloud of 
hostility lifted when it was made 
known that the visiting Vice President 
Nixon had exchanged friendly talks 
with Premer Krushchev. 

While in Russia he met a cousin 
who lives there. When he saw his 
cousin, he spontaneously embraced 
her and exchanged friendly gestures 
and greetings in public. Soon after 
she had left, two policemen wanted 
to know what was going on. Later 
he met her again and invited her to 
have dinner with him and his fam¬ 
ily, but she refused the invitation be¬ 
cause she was afraid. 

He then talked about the housing 
situation in Russia. He stated that in 
most dwellings families live in one 
or two room apartments and often use 
the same kitchen and bathroom facili¬ 
ties. 

Mr. Jack Hochman went on to talk 
about the economic situation in Rus¬ 
sia. He told his audience that a 
skilled craftsman in Russia earned 
about 650 rubles a month (10 rubles 
is equal about 1 American dollar), 
and that a suit costing about $30 in 
the United States cost about 450 
rubles there. 

Their educational system, Mr. Jack 
Hochman pointed out, was progressing 


rapidly and is very effective. Young 
boys and girls are strongly encour¬ 
aged to do well in school and many 
colleges are available to the students 
who demonstrate superior ability. In 
Russia, Mr. Hochman said, education 
is very highly respected and without 
it one could achieve very little there.

He also pointed out that there are 
many churches in Russia but very 
few worshipers. Jews in Russia he 
said are highly discriminated against 
and lead a hard life. 

Mr. Hochman concluded that in the 
eyes of Americans Premier Krushchev 
is a true tyrant, but in the eyes of 
the Russian people he is a liberator. 
He said that this is due to the fact 
that the Russians lead a much easier 
life under the leadership of Mr. 
Krushchev, than they did under pre¬ 
vious rulers of Russia. 

At the end of his speech he re¬ 
ceived an astounding round of ap¬ 
plause from an appreciative audience. 

Next in importance to freedom and 
justice is popular education , without 
which neither freedom nor justice can 
be permanently maintained .— James

On Monday, October 24, Senator 
John F. Kennedy topped Vice-Pres¬ 
ident Richard M. Nixon in a straw 
vote taken at East New York by the 
close margin of 771 to 562. The poll 
was taken to find out which presi¬ 
dential candidate was favored by the 
students of East New York. The 
straw poll was conducted under the 
direction of Mr. M. Lapidese of the 
Academic Department. The voting 
took place in English classes during 
the day. 

The issues that will decide the No¬ 
vember 8 election are still being hot¬ 
ly contested. An examination of the 
stands taken by Nixon and Kennedy 
will influence many voters who are 
as yet undecided. Most voters make 
up their minds on the basis of many 
impressions. Many vote Republican or 
Democratic because their fathers and 
grandfathers voted way. Many are 
influenced by the person appearance 
of a candidate, by his smile or voice 
or the wave of his hair. The decision 
in elections, however, is determined, 
as a rule, by the voters who are still 
“undecided." 

In a recent survey of the entire 
nation made by U.S. News and World 
Report 19 states, with 249 votes, lean 
toward Kennedy, 22 states with 158 
votes, lean towards Nixon, and 9 
states with 130 votes, are unpre¬ 
dictable. 

It will be interesting to note how 
closely the straw vote taken here at 
East New York reflects the viewpoint 
of the people in the entire nation at 
election.

The Alumni Association is 
supported by the small balance which 
remains after all other expenses have 
been paid out of the senior dues. Be¬ 
cause of this small advance payment, 
no members are required to pay dues 
until two years after the date of gra¬ 
duation.

“Sunrise at Campobello,” the dra¬ 
matic and warmly human story based 
on Franklin Delano Roosevelt’s efforts 
to overcome the crippling effects of 
infantile paralysis, is a very inspiring 
motion picture. The technicolor pro¬ 
duction, which is based upon the An¬ 
toinette Perry Award winning play, 
stars Ralph Bellamy, Greer Garson, 
Jean Hagen, and Hume Croyn. 

The movie was produced by Vincent 
J. Danehue, who also directed the 
stage play. 

Ralph Bellamy feelingly portrays 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt in a role 
he created on the stage. Greer Garson 
plays his wife, Eleanor, and Hume 
Cronyn is seen as Louis Howe, his 
beloved friend. Jean Hagen is excel¬ 
lent in the role of his famed secretary. 

The film commences just before 
Roosevelt is taken ill with polio dur¬ 
ing a short vacation at his summer 
home on Campobello Island in 1921.

Sara curses Franklin’s ambitions 
in politics and blames them for his 
illness. Louis, on the other hand, tries 
to encourage Franklin back to health 
and to politics. 

When Franklin recovers sufficiently 
he returns to New York City. How¬ 
ever, as a result of his illness, is con¬ 
fined to his wheel chair. Eleanor his 
wife is burdened with the tasks of 
going to meetings, making speeches, 
and comforting him in his now 
melancholy state. Roosevelt tries to 
counteract this by buying into vari¬ 
ous businesses, but he soon loses in¬ 
terest in them. 

This leads up to the return of 
Roosevelt to public life. He consents 
to nominate A1 Smith, portrayed by 
Alan Bunce, for president at the 
Democratic National Convention. 

The dramatic nomination scene, in 
which Roosevelt takes the ten biggest 
steps of his life, climaxes his battle 
against the effects of polio and re¬ 
establishes him as an important poli¬ 
tical figure. 

“Sunrise at Campobello” is an in¬ 
spiring motion picture that I would 
advise everyone to see.
